CURTAIL TUE STATE BANKS 


Guthrie, Okla., Dec. 24.—"The only 
amendment to the state banking law 
that will be recommended to the 
legislature 
by 
the 
state 
banking 
board, 
said State Treasurer James 
A. Menefee, "will limit the number 
of state banks. There is a possibility 
that too many banks may be or­ 
ganized in small towns. The plan 
proposed to check such a possible 
tendency is to put a minimum limit 
on bank capitalization according to 
the population of the town. This 


national bank cannot be organised 
with less than $100,000 capital and 
in Kansas City at least $250,000 capi­ 
tal is required. The requirement of 
a larger capital for larger towns 
naturally will prevent the organiza­ 
tion of numerous and unnecessary 
small banks. 
Take Oklahoma City, for an in­ 
stance again, with one state bank 
there with a capital of $100,000. one 
with a capita] of $200,000. Yet a 
state bank with $25,000 was organ­ 
ized there. Of course, there may be 
peculiar local conditions which make 
such a new ani small bank desirable 
but as a rule the small bank is not 
necessary in large cities, aer can it 
compete as 
well 
with 
the 
larger 
banks. 
‘ The only danger from too many 
state banks is one community is that 
business may not be sufficiently great 
to keep ail in a prosperous condi­ 
tion. They may resort to extreme 
and 
questionable 
methods 
to 
get 
business, 
and 
the 
bank 
guaranty 
fund may thereby be endangered.- 
Asking if the state hanking board 
or 
bank 
commissioner 
could 
not 
be given discretionary authority to 
limit
